The Community Sports Park will provide much-needed park access to the 199,228 residents 
who live within three miles of this location. Facilities, fields and green spaces will be easily 
accessible to neighborhoods such as Milo Grogan, Weiland Park, Linden, North Columbus, Glen 
Echo, Indianola Trace, campus and more.
